Probers Sift 
Wreckage In 
Plane Crash 


Seek Explanation Of 
Worst Commercial 
Air Disaster In U.S. 


LARAMIE, Wyo. UPI — Investiga­ 
tors sifted through the shattered 
fragments of a four-engine plane 
on 
snow-crusted 
Medicine 
Bow 
Peak today seeking an explanation 
of the nation’s worst commercial 
airline cras^. 
W. A. 
Patterson, 
United 
Air 
Lines president, 
said the New 
York-to-San Francisco DC4 coach 
flight was 25 miles west, of the 
e s t a b l i s h e d airway when it 
smashed into the 12,006 foot peak, 
40 miles west of here in southern 
Wyoming, Thursday killing 66 per­ 
sons. 
“ Why the aircraft was cff-course 
Is not known at this time,” Pat­ 
terson said. “ The cause is being 
sought in a complete investigation 
now being conducted by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and by our 
company.” 
Expert mountaineers continued 
recovering bodies from the rocky 
ledges and snow-filled crevasses. 
The bodies of two women and two 
infants were brought from the 
scene Friday. 
Leaders of the 150 experienced 
mountain climbers said it would 
require several days to retrieve 
the bodies of the other 59 adult 
passengers, and three crew mem­ 
bers. 
The bodies are being lowered 
hundreds of yards by ropes and 
winches to trails where they are 
transported six miles to a Univer­ 
sity of Wyoming summer science 
lodge. There medical experts are 
attempting to identify the remains. 
Many of the victims’ next-of-kin 
were flown to Laramie by United 
and are taking part in the recovery 
operations at their own insistence. 
Only expert Alpinists are allowed 
to negotiate the final few hundred 
yards up a nearly perpendicular 
cliff to the crash scene, about 75 
feet from the summit of the peak. 
Bodies are strewn with the wreck­ 
age along a 500-yard scorched 
path. 
The pilot, C. C. Cooke, 34, of 
Menlo Park, Calif., had flown the 
route hundreds of times during his 
12 years service with United. The 
plane which left New York Wed­ 
nesday night, departed from Den­ 
ver for Salt Lake City more than 
80 minutes behind schedule. 
There was speculation Cooke was 
trying to make up some of the 
time by taking a 
“ short cut” 
across the Snowy Range or turbu­ 
lent winds pulled him off course. 
The plane left Denver at 9:33 a. rn. 
EDT and 30 minutes later smashed 
into the peak.

Rain And Wind 
Lash District 


Temperature May Dip 
To Chilly 40 Tonight 


Driving rainstorms and h i g h 
winds buffeted the tri-state district 
Friday night, causing several pow­ 
er interruptions and drenching the 
area with nearly two-thirds of an 
inch of precipitation. Wind damage 
was relatively minor. There was 
no estimate of the velocity. 
The recurring storms raised the 
week’s precipitation total to 1.36 
inches, according to Dam 8, for 
the wettest period in more than six 
weeks. Yesterday’s rain measured 
0.63 inch. More light but scattered 
showers were predicted today. 
The blow was accompanied by a 
dip in temperatures with a chilly 40 
to 46 forecast for tonight after a 
day’s high of 58 to 62. The dam 
had a high yesterday of 83 degrees 
and an overnight low of 54. Sun­ 
day will be fair and not quite so 
cool. 
P o l i c e radio communications 
•long with the Ohio Power Co. ra­ 
dio system were put (Hit of service 
for about three hours after a tree 
blew over during the storm about 
T:30, striking a main feeder line at 
S t Clair Ave. and Armstrong Lane, 
according to R. E. Barrett of the 
utility.

Craig Hurries 
To Indiana In 
Strike Crisis 


Governor To Take 
Personal Charge In 
New Castle Unrest 


NEW CASTLE, Ind. UPI — Gov. 
George N. Craig of Indiana was 
hurrying home from Miami today 
to take personal charge of the ex­ 
plosive Perfect Circle Corp., strike 
in New Castle, where the piston 
ring firm proposed to reopen in 
spite of a riot that left eight wound­ 
ed. 
Officers of a National Guard bat­ 
talion on duty in New Castle said 
they would pull their troops away 
from the Perfect Circle foundry if 
it reopened as planned Monday 
but would remain in the vicinity. 
The governor’s aides professed 
not to know what orders Craig 
might bring for the heavily armed 
guardsmen. With martial law not 
declared, the Guard’s authority in 
this city of 18,000 in east central 
Indiana was indefinite. 
Doxie Moore, Craig's adminis­ 
trative assistant, said only that the 
governor will meet in his office 
Sunday with leaders of the com­ 
pany, the striking CIO United Auto 
Workers, 
and New Castle and 
Henry County officials. 
The status of the troops had been 
in doubt since they rolled jnto New 
Castle early Thursday with tanks 
and halftracks. Lt. Gov. Harold W. 
Handley ordered the Muncie unit 
to stay at home. Atty. Gen. Edwin 
K. Steers said Handley was the 
state’s chief executive with Craig 
in Miami for the American Legion 
national 
convention, 
but 
Craig 
countermanded Handley’s order by 
telephone and sent the infantrymen 
into New Castle. 
The UAW-CIO telegraphed the 
governor’s office in Indianapolis 
protesting what it called use of the 
troops “ to bolster one side of the 
argument.” The union said it un­ 
derstood 40 outside employes were 
to be brought into the foundry 
Monday to get it ready to resume 
production. 
The strike began July 25. Issues 
include wages, union shop, pension 
and a layoff pay plan.

5,000 
strike 
sympathizers 
moved on the plant, where about 
IOO persons were working. 
State police escorted the workers 
out of the plant. 
The UAW also is on strike at 
Perfect Circle plants at nearby 
Hagerstown and Richmond. Ind. 
Nonstriking workers have filed pe­ 
titions to decertify the union at 
those plants, and the NLRB is con­ 
sidering the petitions. 
The company has refused to sign 
any agreement for those plants 
while the decertification action is 
pending, and the union has refused 
to negotiate for the New Castle 
plant alone. The foundry makes 
rough castings of pistons for the 
other plants to finish. 


Paraguay Told 
To Boot Peron 
Out Of Country 


Deflated Dictator 
Spends 60th Birthday 
In Comparative Quiet 


BUENOS AIRES Uh — Juan D. 
Peron, Argentina’s deflated dicta­ 
tor, spent his 60th birthday today 
as a controversial exile in neigh­ 
boring Paraguay. The new Argen­ 
tina government is demanding that 
Paraguay boot him out of America 
because of his political remarks. 
In the drive to call members of 
the old regime not granted exile 
to a stern accounting, the provi­ 
sional government arrested four of 
Peron’s former close associates as 
they left asylum in foreign em­ 
bassies. 
Ildefonso C a v a g n a Martinez, 
Peron’s last foreign minister, vol­ 
untarily left the Paraguayan em­ 
bassy and gave himself up to the 
authorities. 
Air Force Maj. Gen. Armando 
Mendez San Martin, who as educa­ 
tion minister spearheaded the Pe- 
ronista campaign against the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church, left the Uru­ 
guayan embassy and went with his 
brother to the Aeronautics Minis­ 
try to give himself up. 
Jorge Antonio, who is reported 
to have made a quick fortune dur­ 
ing the regime of his friend Peron, 
also walked out of the Uruguayan 
embassy and drove to the Interior 
Ministry, where army and police 
officials arrested him. 
The government had denied An­ 
tonio a safe-conduct pass to exile, 
charging him with “ common of­ 
fenses” rather than p o l i t i c a l 
crimes. 
Guillermo Solveyra Casares, who 
commanded the n a t i o n a l gen­ 
darmes, also was arrested. 
Peron, still living at the home of 
a rich Argentine friend in Asun­ 
cion, Paraguay’s capital, appar­ 
ently did not make any fuss over 
his birthday, which used to be the 
occasion for loud celebration in 
Buenos Aires.

U.S. Picks Experts 
To Seek Way To Find 
Concealed Bombs 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. Uh— 
The U. N. Disarmament subcom­ 
mittee wound up its talk Friday 
night with the announcement the 
United States has put eight task 
forces to work on schemes to de­ 
tect hidden nuclear weapons and 
find ways of controlling arms. 
Harold E. Stas sen, President Ei­ 
senhower’s special envoy on dis­ 
armament, told the subcorqmittee 
a special group of scientists would 
take up the problem of concealed 
atomic and hydrogen bombs. 
The known inability of present 
scientific 
instruments 
to locate 
shielded n u c l e a r weapons has 
raised doubts in the subcommittee 
on the value of inspection plans. 
Stassen said ,seven other teams 
headed by military men, industri­ 
alists and scientists would take up 
other inspection problems in an ef­ 
fort to smooth the way to dis­ 
armament. 
Delegates 
from 
the 
United 
States, Britain, France, 
Canada 
and Russia issued formal state­ 
ments to the windup meeting of 
the subcommittee which began its 
current series of 18 sessions Aug. 
29. The only new points were 
brought up by the United States 
and Britain. 
Britain’s Minister of State An­ 
thony Nutting proposed setting up 
an over-all group of five scientists 
representing each of the nations 
on the subcommittee to work on 
scientific ways of absolute detec­ 
tion of atomic devices. 
Russia’s * Arkady Sobolev cred 
tied Eisenhower’s mutual aerial in­ 
spection plan as a sincere 
ap­ 
proach to disarmament controls, 
but expressed doubt such an ex­ 
change of information could go far 
towards stopping the arms race. 
Sobolev said there was an area 
of agreement on the arms ques­ 
tion but added bluntly that it must 
come on Russia's terms. 
The Russian delegate recalled 
Russia’s announced cut of 640,000 
men in her armed forces and her 
agreement to return Porkkala na­ 
val base to Finland and suggested 
the West show similar good faith 
In reducing tensions. 
Stassen said the Russians had 
left many questions unanswered on 
their own arms plans. Nutting went 
a step further and charged Sobo­ 
lev had delayed the subcommit­ 
tee’s efforts by being “ evasive and 
uncommunicative.” 
Canada’s Paul Martin expressed 
regret the subcommittee had to 
halt its work for the foreign minis­ 
ters’ Geneva meeting just when 
the East-West gap appeared les­ 
sening. 
France’s Jules Moch said the 
Eisenhower plan was obscure be­ 
cause Stassen failed to make clear 
whether it was a prelude to actual 
disarmament measures. 
The United States has said re­ 
peatedly the plan was only intend­ 
ed as a first step toward building 
confidence which would lead to dis­ 
armament. 
Stassen said a task force headed 
by Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence of the 
University of California Radiation 
Laboratories, “ stands ready to con­ 
sider any suggestion which any 
government or scientist may make 
to develop fully effective means 
of accounting for nuclear weapons 
material and the detection of nu­ 
clear weapons if they are con­ 
cealed.”

Government Attacked 
As ‘Special Privilege’ ; 
Farm Policy Assailed 


By The Associated Press 
Two top Democrats lambasted 
the Eisenhower administration Fri­ 
day night as “ special privilege 
government” and operator of 
farm program that’s doing away 
with farmers instead of surpluses. 
Republican talk for the moment 
centered on the party’s choicy for 
president in 1956 and on a split in 
GOP ranks in California. 
Hitting at the Republican admin­ 
istration in campaign style were 
Adlai E. Stevenson, the unsuccess 
ful Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee in 1952, and former President 
Harry S. Truman. 
* 
Stevenson told a Wisconsin Dem­ 
ocratic party convention at Green 
Bay, Wis., that the present GOP 
farm policy of flexible price sup­ 
ports “ is not working.” 
“ Instead of eliminating surplus­ 
es, as advertised, it is eliminating 
farmers, not as advertised,” he 
declared. 
“ Export subsidies, import quotas 
still sharply conflict with out dec­ 
larations about freer world trade,” 
he added. “There is still indefensi­ 
ble discrimination between differ­ 
ent commodities . . . and the bur­ 
densome surpluses are still burden­ 
ing us. As a result the problem of 
controls, effective control still re­ 
mains.” 
Stevenson termed the farm prob­ 
lem “ desperately difficult,” how­ 
ever, and he cautioned Democrats 
against promising it will be.wiped 
out should they be returned to 
power. “ Farmers will trust the 
Democratic party next time but 
they will not trust it to perform 
miracles,” he said. 
Truman responded vigorously to 
shouts of “ Give ’em hell, Harry” 
by an enthusiastic crowd of some 
2,000 at an Albany, N. Y. rally of 
Democratic candidates for local of­ 
fice in New York State. 
Truman declared he was “ very 
anxious” to see that government 
in Washington was “ restored to the 
people.” He said there was a class 
of people who believed government 
should make the rich richer and 
let some benefits “ filter down to 
the people beldw.” 
“ We don’t believe the people who 
control the government should con­ 
trol it for a special interest pur­ 
pose,” he said. “ We believe the 
government should be controlled 
for the welfare and benefit of all 
the people and I want to say to you 
the government now in the capital 
city of Washington is a special 
privilege government and nothing 
else.”

Bender of Ohio predicted Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower “ can be and will 
be” a candidate for a second term

DENVER Uh—The Denver White 
House spread the welcome mat for 
Vice President Nixon today as 
President Eisenhower passed sat­ 
isfactorily the most important mile­ 
stone in his struggle for recovery. 
The President’s progress was so 
heartening that his doctors also ap­ 
proved his first major business 
conference since his heart attack 
Sept. 24—a foreign policy meeting 
next Tuesday with Secretary of 
State Dulles. 
It was Saturday two weeks ago 
that the President awakened im 
pain around 5 a. rn. (EDT). His 
physician, Maj. Gen. Howard M. 
Snyder later reported he suffered a 
heart attack. 
The passing this morning of the 
first two weeks—which physicians 
have described as the period of 
greatest danger after a seizure of 
coronary thrombosis—gave rise to 
hopes the President may be flown 
to his farm at Gettysburg, Pa., 
within IO days to two weeks to be­ 
gin a month of convalescence. 
The vice president is flying in 
from Washington this afternoon for 
his first meeting with the Presi­ 
dent since Eisenhower’s seizure. 
On the same plane are Dr. Paul 
Dudley White, Boston heart spe­ 
cialist; Maj. John Eisenhower, the 
President’s son, and S h e r m a n 
Adams, the P r e s i d e n t ’s chief 
deputy. 
Nixon said before leaving from 
Washington that he hopes to an­ 
nounce early next week whether 
he will go ahead with his sched­ 
uled goodwill tour of the Middle 
East next month.

Striking Utility 
Workers Agree To 
End Walkout 
NEW CASTLE, Pa. ttl-A seven- 
point proposal to end a two-week 
walkout against the Pennsylvania 
Power Co. has been ratified un­ 
animously by striking CIO utility 
workers. 
The action came last night, and 
about 350 maintenance men and 
linemen, members of Local 146, 
were slated to go back to work 
today at plants here and in nearby 
West Pittsburgh. They struck Sept. 
21 in a contract dispute. 
The issue of wages will be sub­ 
mitted to arbitration. Originally 
the union demanded 
a 
20-cent 
hourly pay increase. The company 
had offered a 12-cent hourly pack­ 
age. Wage scales weren’t disclos­ 
ed. 
Other points of the strike-ending 
proposal as outlined by union offi­ 
cials include: 
1. The union will drop its re­ 
quest for a local representative on 
the Ohio Edison Co. joint union- 
management council. Penn Power 
is a subsidiary of Ohio Edison. 
2. Ohio Edison will withdraw a 
complaint before the National La­ 
bor Relations Board accusing Lo­ 
cal 140 of a secondary boycott in 
picketing of company plants in 
Ohio.

Ex-Racket Figure 
Wins Fight Against 
His Deportation 
CLEVELAND (JI — A one-time 
Cleveland racket figure who enter­ 
ed the United States as a stow­ 
away 33 years ago won a legal 
battle yesterday against deporta­ 
tion to Italy. 
Federal Judge Charles J. Mc- 
Namee ruled in favor of Dominic 
Sciria, 56, a brewery worker, who 
was convicted of bootlegging in 
1928 and extortion in 1942. 
The judge held the Walter - Mc- 
Carren Act of 1952 did not disturb 
the rights of stowaway aliens to 
remain in the United States if 
they came here before July I, 1924. 
The immigration laws of 1917 
and 1924 provided that aliens were 
deported as stowaways only if ar­ 
rest and prosecution*came within 
five years of illegal entry. Judge 
McNamee said these l a w s 
had 
been unchallenged, and the Mc- 
Carren Act makes no mention of 
a five-year statute of limitations, 
merely stating that stowaways may 
be deported. 
Attorneys for the U.S. Immigra 
tion Department argued the new 


law allows agents to pick up and 
deport any stowaways. But Judge 
Mc Namee ruled: 
“The Supreme Court has indi­ 
cated clearly its policy to construe 
doubtful language in deportation 
proceedings most favorably to the 
alien x x x.”

The steel industry’s production rate at the 
end of the first week in October was highef 
than it has been at any time since the last 
week of June. “Steel,” the weekly magazine of 
metalworking, reports the Cleveland rate of 
production was running at 
1 0 1 
per cent of 
capacity; the national rate was 9 7 . 


A new annual production total record is now 
in sight for 1955-upward of 116 million tons. At 
that figure, the industry would have operated 
at an average of 92 per cent for the year, as 
against only 71 per cent last year. The boom 
in 
automobiles 
and 
advance purchasing of 
steel for 1956 models accounts for much of the 
1955 increase. 


“Steel” points out in this regard that work 
on 1957 cars is already under way. Although 
1956 models are virtually the same as 1955 
models, another major face-lifting is in pro­ 
spect for 1957. The postwar pattern of auto 
production calls for 
a 
complete 
change 
of 
models every two years. 
This is the way the automobile industry 
expects to maintain mass sales — by 
con­ 
tinuously making cars more attractive to pur­ 
chasers. Gone forever is the era, when the 
Model-T Ford went virtually 
unchanged 
for 
nearly 
2 0 years. 
Steel-producing areas have a vital interest in 
auto makers’ plans for the future. Steel on 
wheels Is chiefly responsible for the steel in­ 
dustry’s own prospects. Skeptics who wonder if 
the saturation point for automobile sales is 
going to be reached in the near future should 
remember that the automobile industry has no 
intention of being caught napping. 
Its planners intend to do their best to make 
obsolete as many aging cars as possible by 
adding improvements to new models. 


Wide-Open Race 
Election day in 1956 laJJs on Nov. 
6 . Not the 
least of the repercussions of President Eisen­ 
hower’s illness is the certainty of continuous 
presidential politicking for the next 13 months. 
Every man with a presidential bee in his 
bonnet will 
be flapping 
at 
it until the party 
conventions 
make their 
nominations next Au­ 
gust. In the jargon of the political trade, the 
•‘race will be wide open.’’ 
What does this mean to voters? 
It means chiefly that in all the familiar ways 
and some that may be unfamiliar would-be 
nominees and their backers will be trying to 
create favorable impressions. They will be look­ 
ing for catchholds on voters* favor. 
They will thump all the old tubs for res- 
onancy, in the search for talking points. Issues 
that would have remained closed if President 
Eisenhower 
had consented to seek 
a second 
nomination will be reopened. 
Pressure groups that had been quieted will 
grow noisy and assertive again, in the hope of 
picking up fresh momentum. The wide-open race 
will being about a rehash of every idea that 
has been worked over in politics for the last 
third of a century—from Appeasement to Zion­ 
ism. 
Voters will be responsible, as they always are, 
for separating the spurious from the genuine. 
It is a task they would have been blessedly 
spared if Dwight Eisenhower’s policy of conser­ 
vative moderation had not been put in doubt 
by the possibility of a revival of extremism 
and factionalism under the auspices of profes­ 
sional political squabblers. 


Ignorance Is Not Bliss 
Corporate wealth is being used in many ways 
to add to the income of voluntary colleges and 
universities, as their expenses keep rising fast­ 
er than their yield from endowment. 
The corporations are thinking and acting in 
the right direction, and the most admirable 
part of their willingness to accept responsibility 
for voluntary education is the breadth of think­ 
ing behind their decisions. 
It is easy to understand why a chemical 
manufacturing concern would be interested in 
educating young men and women for careers in 
chemistry; much corporate help is being given 
on thai basis of enlightened selfishness. 
But that is not the only basis. In announc­ 
ing the formation 
of

Esso 
Education 
Foundation the other day, Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and a group of affiliated companies 
acknowledged the need for specialized educa­ 
tion, then added: 
*'An even more basic function of American 
colleges and universities, however, Is to help 
develop a nation of informed citizens, and thus 
foster the ability and the will to achieve in-* 
creasingly a society that offers freedom, op­ 
portunity and dignity to all its members. From 
such informed citizens will come many of the 
leaders America must have — In the nation, 
in the community and in business.” 
Ignorance is not bliss any more. It never 
was. Ignorance is an invitation to the kind of 
misrepresentation and exploitation that makes 
slaves of men who were born free.

Egypt Arms Deal Breaks Status Quo

Hey, Get That Hat Back! 


What Egypt has done is quite 
simple. Not finding it possible to 
obtain arms at reasonable terms 
for speedy delivery from the Unit­ 
ed 
S t a t e s , 
P r e rn i e r 
Nasser 
g o t 
what he need- 
e d t h r o u g h 
S o v i e t Rus­ 
sia. The deal 
was made i n 
August. 
It is not be­ 
lievable t h a t 
t h e 
United 
George Sokolsky S t a t e s or 
Great Britain knew nothing about 
the deal u n t i l deliveries 
were 
ready. The general claim to ignor­ 
ance can only mean that the exist­ 
ing intelligence organizations of 
both countries are totally incompe­ 
tent and require overhauling. In the 
United States, this has been recom­ 
mended by the Hoover Commis­ 
sion. 
There can be no question but 
that Egypt, a sovereign state, has 
a right to purchase arms where it 
chooses and under whatever condi­ 
tions are available to it. The suppli­ 
ers are bound by no international 
agreements not to sell to Egypt or 
any other country. 


WHAT IS INVOLVED here is al­ 
together another principle. T h e 
Geneva Conference, at the Sum­ 
mit, was called for the purpose 
of establishing a recognized status 
quo based on a balance of power. 
This balance of power differs from 
that of the H o l y Alliance (1815) 
in that it is not limited to Europe; 
it is world wide. The American peo­ 
ple have never seen a map de­ 
scribing the balance of power es­ 
tablished at Geneva; as the Rus­ 
sians smiled so smilingly, it un­ 
doubtedly included China as part 
of the Soviet universal state. 
The Western group of nations 
would claim the Arab world and 
Israel, both of which are really 
neutral, as part of the so-called 
Western free nations. Among these 
countries is Egypt. None of the 
countries involved in this formula, 
except four, were present at Gene­ 
va or had a voice in the description 
of their position in the world. 


A BALANCE OF POWER based 
on a rigid status quo can only be 
maintained if neither side engages 
in activities which remove any 
segment of the arrangement which 
immediately produces an imbal­ 
ance. When such an arrangement 
is held together by a fine hair, it is 
too much to expect that it can be 


held together at all for any pro­ 
longed period. At any rate, this 
one did not hold for a month, 
whereas the arrangements made 
at the Congress of Vienna survived 
more or less for 99 years (1815- 
1914). 
Egypt’s role in all this is that 
Premier Nasser wants weapons to 
destroy Israel, which has thus far 
successfully 
challenged 
Egypt’s 


I preeminence in the Near East. In 
» each armed encounter, Israel has 
won the day. 
Egypt, which seeks to dominate 
the Moslem fraternity of nations, 
loses face each time it comes in 
conflict w i t h Israel because the 
Jews are more competent fighters 
and possess better arms. 


EGYPT 
ASSUMED 
that t h e 
purchase of. superior arms could 
help in the struggle against Israel. 
The conquest of Israel by Egypt 
would seriously upset the status 
quo in the Near East. The support 
of Egypt by Soviet Russia upsets 
the balance of power in the world. 
It must be assumed from past 
experience, and it is so assumed, 
that Russia would n o t 
provide 
arms to Egypt without making a 
secret agreement containing im­ 
portant political clauses. S u c h 
clauses affect the future not only of 
Israel, but of Turkey and Greece 
and cannot but have an important 
effect upon all North African coun­ 
tries and Italy. 
This means that the Mediterran­ 
ean, which has been a Western 
lake, is no longer a Western lake 
and that NATO has been breached 
not out of Germany, as was antici­ 
pated, but out of Egypt, which 
was not expected. 


IN A WORD, the Geneva smiles 
are again frowns and the Russians 
have again won a major diplomatic 
victory while the West was nar­ 
cotized by the optimism engen­ 
dered at Geneva. 
It is astounding that this Rus­ 
sian formula should have been so 
regularly successful for 
1 2 years 
since Stalin first used it at Teheran 
and that the Western statesmen, so 
anxious to avoid war, never learn 
anything, but regularly walk into 
the same trap. Harry Truman hav­ 
ing smelled the bait in that trap, 
kept away from it during the whole 
of his presidency except for this 
one excursion into the unknown. 
The Egyptian and Algerian im­ 
broglios are more serious than ap­ 
pears on the surface. For one 
thing, they destroyed in August a 
status quo established and recog­ 
nized in July.

During the last two weeks, Co­ 
lumbiana County schools in gen­ 
eral, and, so far as I’m concerned, 
Beaver Local schools in particular, 
have received some very unfavor­ 
able criticism in certain regional 
newspapers. 
Tins criticism has resulted from 
the rulings of the State Highway 
Patrol inspection of school buses. 
At once let me say that this letter 
is not intended to dispute or quar­ 
rel with any of these findings. It is, 
rather, an attempt to portray com­ 
pletely and honestly the position of 
the Local’s administrators and to 
bring forth certain interesting and 
pertinent bits of information which 
seem to have been lost in the tur­ 
moil. 
Further, let it be said, that we of 
the school's administrative staffs 
are happy that the inspection by 
the patrol was so 
thorough, for 
that is as it should have been. 
It may surprise some people to 
know that the first 
concern, and 
sometimes the only 
concern, of 
nearly all school personnel is the 
pupil. In this respect I feel that 
County Supt. J. L. McBride has 
come in for considerable unjustifi­ 
able and adverse publicity. 
Certain 
n e w s 
articles 
have 
placed him in open combat with 
the State Highway Patrol, intimat­ 
ing that his belief was that the 
findings of the “patrol” were un­ 
necessarily severe. I have been in 
close contect with Mr. McBride. It 
was to him I turned for instruc­ 
tions and guidance on this subject, 
and I can say honestly that the 
man’s sole concern was with the 
problem of providing the s c h o o l 
children with adequate and safe 
transportation. 
It is quite a problem to solve 
when suddenly more than half of a 
s c h o o l ' s transportation facilities 
are lost two or three hours before 
closing time and there are 500 or 
600 children of grade school age to 
be transported safely to t h e i r 
homes, located throughout a wide 
rural area. Mr. McBride felt, as 
did I, that most of the buses could 
have been utilized for the evening 
and morning runs, with 
repairs 
started during the night and com­ 
pleted the next day. This, we feel, 
would have avoided undue hard­ 
ship on all concerned, pupils, par­ 
ents, and school personnel. 
Cpl. Miller, of the state patrol, 
in a recent newspaper article not 
carried in the Review stated that 
he couldn’t understand why t h e 
buses were not fixed during t h e 
summer, since it was well known 
that the fall inspection was to be 
held. To that, let me say, yes, it 
was known that the inspection was 
coming, and the buses were fixed 
during the summer. To anyone who 
would doubt that last statement I 
whole-heartedly invite him to my 
office to see the bills which were 
paid for that repair work. 
However, as anyone in this area 
knows, the terrain of the region is | 
far from level, many of the roads 
are rough and covered with slag. 
This slag is capable at any tune 


of knocking a hole in, or cracking 
the average exhaust system of any 
vehicle, school bus or riding car. 
Our buses in Beaver Local travel 
better than a 
1 , 0 0 0 miles a day, 
contending always with the above 
mentioned conditions, and 
trans­ 
port in access of 1,600 children 
daily. 
It doesn’t take long for a bus to 
incur a minor breakdown 
under 
these gruelling conditions. Also it 
can be stated that we in Beaver 
Local know some of our buses are 
old—we also know that new ones 
are on the way. Four were ordered 
during the summer. We had hoped 
they would be delivered by school 
time. They weren’t! We don't have 
them yet! By January it is possi­ 
ble, also, that the state will help 
finance a few more new ones. 
When the ones ordered a r r i v e 
and if more new ones are approp­ 
riated in January, Beaver Local 
transportation system will be in 
good condition and a re-occurrence 
of this year’s difficulties with the 
state patrol can be and probably 
will be avoided.

As a producer of vegetation, the 
seeming wastes of water outstrip 
die land, the National Geographic 
Society 
says. 
Foremost in 
sea 
growths are many varieties of ma­ 
rine algae, including brown sea­ 
weeds used in ice cream manu­ 
facture. 
Some experts regard plankton, 
microscopic floating plants a n d 
animals, as potential human food- 
even foreseeing possible plankton- 
burgers. 
Man’s harvest of the seas’ vege­ 
tation has been slight Marine al­ 
gae and plankton exist in stagger­ 
ing quantity mainly as food for 
fish and whales. 
The sun and air combine to help 
the sea sprout its crops. Scientists 
estimate that over all tne oceans, 
400,000,000,000 tons of carbon diox­ 
ide are extracted from the a i r 
each year and converted by sun­ 
light into marine organisms. 
One of them, the buoyant giant 
kelp, is the world’s largest plant. 
Higher than the redwood trees of 
California, it flourishes in coastal 
waters of California, southern Peru, 
Chile, southern Argentina, N e w 
Zealand and Tristan da Cunha, an 
island in the South Atlantic Ocean. 


The most widely distributed of 
all the elements is oxygen. It com­ 
prises almost one-half of all the 
matter in the outer layer of the 
earth and in its atmosphere.

ears of persons who had no moral 
right to eavesdrop 
in

place. 
It would have brought the loud­ 
est of protests from coast to coast 
if Sen. McCarthy’s committee or 
any of the other congressional in­ 
vestigating groups had tried t h e 
same sort of “research” in order 
to get information about the con­ 
versations of organizations or dis­ 
cussion groups of various kinds. It 
would have been, of course, in­ 
teresting “research” for a congres­ 
sional committee to sit in (Mi meet­ 
ings held by ideological groups. 


THE CRY WOULD have gone up 
that this was a gross breach of the 
Bill of Rights and all the other 
rights of the individual guaranteed 
I by the Constitution. 
Yet today it has been revealed 
that the Ford Foundation made the 
grant of funds to the University of 
Chicago law school and that the 
project involved a study of the 
jury system. It is probable that 
the Ford Foundation didn’t know 
that its money was going to be used 
to plant microphones in j u r y 
rooms, nor did it presumably know 
why it was necessary for the man­ 
agers of the research project to 
get information in this peculiar 
way. 
It is a safe bet that the com­ 
mittee headed Dy Sen. Hennings 
which is studying abuses of con­ 
stitutional rights, will not investi­ 
gate this, though a lr e a d y the Sen­ 
ate subcommittee on internal se­ 
curity has announced it will take 
testimony. The 
episode 
actually 
belongs in the field of the Hen­ 
nings committee. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL, Herb­ 
ert Brownell, expressed himself in 
indignant terms concerning t h e 
project. He issued a statement in 
which he said that the wiring of 
the jury room was done “without 
the knowledge or consent of the 
jurors and without the knowledge 
or consent of the attorney general, 
in at least five civil cases. ’ He 
then said in part: 
"We in the Department of Jus­ 
tice are unequivocally opposed to 
any recording of eavesdropping on 
the deliberations of a jury under 
any conditions regardless of the 
purpose. Such practices, however 
well intentioned, obviously and in­ 
evitably stifle the discussion and 
free exchange of ideas between 
jurors. They tend to destroy the 
very basis for common judgment 
among the jurors, upon which the 
institution of trial by jury is based, 
and are inconsistent with the pur­ 
poses of the seventh amendm nt 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, which requires that trial 
by jury shall be preserved.”

trusions on his privacy. II is in 
article four of the Bill of Rights, 
which says: 
“The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against un­ 
reasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no war­ 
rants shall issue but upon prov­ 
able cause, supported by oath or 
affirmation, and particularly de­ 
scribing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be 
seized.” 
The word ‘‘unreasonable” means 
that the limits of intrusion must be 
defined by law. There are current­ 
ly pending in Congress some bills 
to permit wiretapping when a fed­ 
eral judge, upon a showing of the 
circumstances 
of

suspected 
crime, approves the use of listen­ 
ing devices. In this Chicago in­ 
stance there was no crime sus­ 
pected. It was, therefore, a sheer 
invasion of the right of privacy on

THIS COULD JUST as well have 
been fulfilled by interviewing the 
jurors afterwards as to their sug­ 
gestions for improvement of t h e 
system or by seeing to it that some 
of the professors or students serve 
on juries. 
They could reveal their recom­ 
mendations or proposed reforms in 
the classroom afterwards without 
violating the confidence of the jury 
room.

A business that g r e w from a 
small general store to the com­ 
munity’s largest department store, 
D. M. Ogilvie Sc Co. looks forward 
“with great faith in the future of 
the up p er Ohio Valley,” William 
D. Ogilvie, a partner in the firm, 
told the Lions Club Friday noon. 
Tracing the history of the store 
that bears his late father’s name, 
Ogilvie said it has “survived a cou­ 
ple of fires and a couple of reces­ 
sions, in addition to the big de­ 
pression’’ of the 1930’s. 
He spoke at the Lions weekly 
meeting in the Travelers Hotel — 
another in a series of programs 
designed to acquaint the club with 
the history of district business and 
industry.

He told of a big 
bulldog that sometimes dashed into 
the store and chased the whirring 
overhead carriers that took cus­ 
tomer’s money to and from the 
store office. 
Commenting on aspects of mod­ 
ern merchandising, he said tele­ 
vision affects styles for both men 
and women.
